Mark is away, finishing up his studies, members of the parish have been 
asked to write a brief reflection on the Mass readings. 


£)e \~\o\y and £>e f*erfect 

In the Gospel reading for this week Jesus challenges His disciples to 
"be perfect as the heavenly Father is perfect." He instructs them to love 
everyone - even their enemies. Jesus asks us to have a heart that is 
willing to go the extra mile. Jesus is not asking us to "get by," rather He 
encourages us to imitate the heavenly Father's unconditional love. 
"There must be no limit to your goodness, as your Father's goodness 
knows no bounds." 

To imitate Jesus is no easy task. He was fully human and fully 
divine. So how did He love with no bounds? His relationship with the 
Father was one of complete trust. He prayed often and called upon His 
Father in all things. Jesus models for us His Father's love for all. He 
seeks out the sick, the children, and even the women of His day - the 
lowly. He forgives his disciples when they abandoned Him on the 
cross. He loved others at a great price - even His own death on the 
Cross. 

In the first reading we are asked to be holy as the Father is holy. My 
husband, John, visits the first graders at St. Elizabeth Seton and this 
year he has asked them to "be holy." They were excited about this 
challenge and they continue to learn how they can "be holy." Jesus 
teaches us being holy is a way of life. It is in the simple ways we treat 
each other that shows we truly love as Christ loves us. We can love, 
forgive, and be holy if we express our desire to open our hearts and 
give all to the Father. His plan for us is to be holy and to be perfect. 
Yes, with God all things are possible.
